Tonight, the Student Council will meet for further discus- 
sion of revisions of its constitution. A revision, it is hoped, 

will bring about greater unity in all phases of campus life.

One of the points to be discussed this evening is the pro- 
posed student activities fund, which would provide a common 
treasury for all student groups on the Puma campus.

The idea behind a revised constitution is fine. The clubs 
and organizations on the campus need greater unity; they 
should work together. But the student activities fund is not 
the way to. get the desired unity. 

If the plan as now proposed were accepted, each club on 
the campus would be given a certain- specified suin for its 
treasury, that sum to be determined by a group of Student 
Council members and the club ’s treasurer. A club would be 
given that sum at the beginning of the school year, and would

~ tmdget itself 6n~ItTTkrough IFe year.. Any~money the club" 
would make during the course of the year would be put into 
the “common treasury,” for the use of any other organization 
which might need it. 

The “common treasury” would come into being at the 
beginning of the semester by means of a drive, or through an 
additional sum to be paid by the student at the time of regis- 
tration. It would be a sort of “bank” for campus organizations. 

This plan, of course, has its good and bad points. If it were 
used to, “underwrite” campus dances and other activities, it 
it would be a welcome addition to the present set-up. If it 
were used to finance Saturday night dances in the Rec Hall, 
which are now paid for by the school, it would prove itself 
a useful thing. If it were to be used as a “bank” from which 
clubs could borrow money to finance their activities, and repay 
later, it would be a boon to all clubs. 

If the plan were revised to allow each' club to keep its 
own treasury, and add to it as the year progresses, it would 
help the Student Council to gain the unity it desires. A. drive 
at the beginning of the year, or an additional fee paid by 
each student at registration, would form a fund, and allow 
that fund to pay for more activities at Collegeville. But com- 
plete unification of clubs through the plan of one “common 
treasury” for all, with the amount each club is to spend to be 
decided at the beginning of the year would fail. There could be 
but one outcome : less initiative on the part of the various clubs, 
with a consequent greater lack of activity than before. — J.C.

With about 500,000 college students graduating this year — the 
largest number in our country’s history — the job outlook for the new 
college graduates is generally good. It is not, however as good as 
in 1947 and 1948. 

The outlook is clouded by three factors: the large number of 
graduates who will be seeking jobs; a moderate increase in the total 
number of unemployed persons; and the filling of war*-created short- 
ages of college graduates in some specialized fields by the large 
graduating classes of 1948 and 1949.
